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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment of claim 35 in the paper filed on 08/27/2008 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 35-40, 44-47, 49-52, and 57-59 are pending and at issue. 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Rejections that are Withdrawn 

Claim Rejections Withdrawn - 35 USC §112 Second Paragraph 

2. The rejection of claim 52 under 35 USC § 112 Second Paragraph is withdrawn in 
light of Applicant's provision of antecedent basis for "step (e)" by amendment of claim 
35. 

Rejections that are Maintained 
Specification 

3. The objection to the disclosure is maintained. While Applicant acknowledges 
that "PCR" should replace "PCT" in paragraph 0036, Applicant has not corrected this in 
paragraph 0036. It is acknowledged that Applicant has corrected a similar error in 
paragraph 0037. 
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Claim Rejections Maintained - 35 USC § 102(b) 

4. The rejection of claims 35-40, 44-47, 49-52, and 57-59 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) 
as being anticipated by Ekenberg (April 17, 2001) is maintained. Applicant's arguments 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant incorrectly asserts that Ekenberg does not teach non-chaotropic salts 
in his methods. However, Ekenberg specifically teaches: "Other binding enhancers 
include non-chaotropic salts (e.g. sodium, calcium, lithium, or potassium salts, 
preferably a chloride salt of at least one of the above) and ethanol" (see column 10 lines 
53-56). It is noted that each of sodium, lithium, and potassium in a salt is monovalent 
and calcium in a salt is multivalent, being divalent. Furthermore, Ekenberg specifically 
teaches combinations of non-chaotropic salts including those he discloses (see column 
1 0 line 65 to column 1 1 line 2) and thus inherently teaches combinations of the 
disclosed monovalent and divalent non-chaotropic salts. 

Thus the rejection is maintained.
